“Sectional Slavery"—Whas is it? 

Those who speak of localizing or section- 
alizing slavery, as I have already shown, 
consider slavery in the States “local” or 
“sectional ;” the inter-State slave trade, too, 
is“ sectional” by their own showing, and 
they propose to “leave to the States the 
whole subject of slavery and the extradition 
of slaves.” In so doing, they tell us they 
shall make the Federal Government * relieve 
téself from all responsibility 1or the existence 
of slavery” 

If this isnot proposing to abandon, PO- 
LITICALLY, the enterprise of ABOLISIIL- 
ING American Slavery, 1 confess myselt 
unable to apprehend the meaning of the 
language employed, or the tactics of those 
whoemploy it. If the political abolition of 
slavery were intended by them, why not an- 
nounce that intention in explicit: terms, in- 
stead of using language inconsistent with 
any such intention ? 

It can be easily understood why those who 
depend exclusively ou what they call “moral 
suasion,” and who, believing in no compul- 
sory civil government, do not desire any 
such political action against slavery as should

Equal to about one-fifteenth part of all 
the slaves then in the United States, Massa- 
chusetts being the only non-slaveholding 
state in the Union. But all this was no

And by the census of 1340, we had on’y 


four REALLY non-shiveholding States in the 


Union, viz: Massachusetts, Maine,, (former- 
ly a part of Massachusetts), Vermont, and 
Michigan! In all the other states there 
Olio had 3, Indiana, 3, Hli- 
nois, 331, Wiscousin, 11, lowa, 16, New Jer- 
sry, 674, New York, 4, Connecticut, 17,Rhode 
Island, 5, New Hampshire, 1, Penusylvania, 
Gi. In all the so-called “ non-slaveholding 
States” there were 1, 120 slaves! Why is not 
the foul blot removed? Oh! It is only 
“ sectional” aud not “ national” slavery that 
remains, aud therefore it is no “ national” 
disgrace ! 

If this theory of “ national” and of “ sec- 
tional” slavery were correct, we might con- 
gratulate ourselves with having no “ NATION- 
AL” slavery, even though aco the States in 
the Uniou were slaveholding states, aud tho’ 
half or two-thirds of all the people in each 
of the States were slaves! ‘The number or 
the proportion of slaves in each State, or in 
the nation, does not alter the case.
